The  School-house  has  been  repaired,  and  entirely  refurnished, 
and  fitted  with  all  things  essential  to  the  comfort  of  the  Pupils, 
and  the  successful  prosecution  of  their  various  studies.  There  is 
a  play-ground  of  nearly  four  acres,  and  an  extensive  gymnasium 
attached  to  the  School.
